(A) The newly added dependent claims 48-50 requires further consideration to determine proper antecedent basis of the claimed 
limitations with respect to the preceding claims. 

(B) Further, the amended claims 1, 9 and 42 are still considered as being indefinite. The claims recite M A vessel for transporting ... a base 
of a turbine, in combination with said turbine base", which appears to be an attempt to claim a combination of the vessel with a turbine 
base. However, in the Applicant's arguments section, Applicant states that it is the intent of the Applicant to cover a vessel "which is 
capable of transporting at least the turbine base, thereby indicating that Applicant's intent is to claim just a subcombination, (see 
Applicant's response dated 1 1/13/2006, page 9, line 12 of arguments section) 

It is still not clear if the amended claims, as currently phrased, are "subcombination claims" requiring a vessel, and merely being 
capable carrying out transportation of a wind turbine base; OR if such claims are intended to be "combination claims" positively requiring a 
combination of a vessel with a turbine base. 

In any case, if the claims are intended to be combination claims, a further search and consideration is required to determine their 
allowability. However, if the claims are intended to be subcombination claims, as explained above, they would be rejected based on the 
previously cited EP ('829). (Please see non-final Office action dated 1/31/2006). 
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
